OF ROADS HIT 
BY FINLEY 


N. W. Road President In 


Speech Here Warns 


ELS. To Guard 


Waterways 


That tfce. people of this country 


should JoalOTSly guard their facili- 
ties,1 for water transportation for fu- 
ture us*, was the warning issued 
by President ^f. H. Finley of the 
NoTttwrestern railroad, speaking be. 
foro SCO Krsrsfiian* at the Y. M. C. 
j&* .JuhOndiiy noon- 
"I .cm in .favor,-* said Pres Fm- 


ley, "of -water transportation, but 
only--when the population approxim- 
ates that of^ctsntrceiital Europe and 
not any aooner. Then it will do 
much to- solve oar transportation 
difficulties. 


"Now as- .to-our-zoflroads—nothing 


is so vital or means so much to the 
people than our railroads and their 
rates. You ask, are they treating 
•Hie people right? I want to s-ayi 
that, there has been more money 
wasted on the irsterways than would 
capitalize all the railroads of the 
United States. 


"Tho railroads don't enjoy 
the 


privilege of dipping into tie tT. S. 
treasury. We did it—it had to oe 
dnne under federal 
control. 
Tbe 


adventure of government control is 
only comparable to the Adventures 
of AJice in Wonderland. But, 
if 


present conditions continue, if the 
raiiroads have to continue to spend 
more than they earn, then there is 
only one solution and that is gov- 
ernment control. Yon must consid- 
er well before you entersthat. 


"The ntiltoeds are steadily 
m- 
creaiing their bonded debt. If it 
continues to increase and the rA'l- 
roads axe- only able to earn the in- 
terest on their bonded1 indebtedness 
and none for dividends, we will be 
driven to. government control. The 
railroads need money today, 
but 


they can't get it. 
•Tie Northwestern,' has never 


b*en classed -with the Wall street 
roads. We1 have never been any- 
thing biit a -railroad. Our directors 
hare been and are railroad men. 
We- realize that -we are dependent 
npon tho good will of the people. 
We mmt treat ihem right. 


TSallrbads have the largest in- 


vestment per dollar of any busi- 
ness in the worfdv At the sama 
time they have the lowest return 
on tie capital investment, the low- 
est capitalization, and the highest 
taxes in proportion to income. 
"The rales on the light shipments 


today an? only 25 per cent higher 
than the lowest rates ever knijwn, 
There is a propaganda being waged 
to fix the stagnation of business on 
the freight rate» of tie railroads. 
I want to say that it costs three 
tirnes as much to produce transpor- 
tation as it did in 1313. The cost of 
operation alone in 1913 was two and 
a third tnllion while in 1920 it had 
raised to six billion. 


"There is BO water hi OUT valua- 


tions as have been alleged. 
The 
rates would have been just as higli 
today if the Transportation act had 
never been written on the statute 
books. There is a 197% increase 
in operating expenses since 1912 
and labor costs have increased 230% 
in the 'same period. 


"The day is coming -when the rail- 
roads wilt not be able to pay more 
than the interest on their bonded 
indebtedness. Trying to get a liv- 
ing without earning it -i* the primal 
economic probiem of today. 
"Oar -officials are 
working and 
giving tbeir best for the public and 
tire puJBjc must take a broad view 
and aid their greatest single insti- 
tution."

of Average ; Southern 


Part Lags 


Crop conditions in Wisconsin as 


reported by the 
Crop Reporting 


Service show little change since a 
week ago. Farm work has gone on 
with little interruption. Farmers in 
northern counties are a little ahead 
of average, white southern Wiscon- 
sin farmers are a 
trifle 
behind. 


Winter grains are making satisfac- 
tory growth, but need warm rain 
aiid higher tem-peratnres. Seeding 
of spring grains is practically com- 
pleted. Some, oats are still being 
planted in -northern Wisconsin, and 
barley qoite generally wbero the 
season is now too late for oats. On 
heavier soils, surface soil crnst is 
retarding these crops. 
Some oats 


resceded in southeastern, district. 
Plowing for corn has progressed 
rapidly and pterting ban begun ex- 
cept tn the northern and northeast- 
ern districts. Xand is being prepar- 
ed for potatoes and a considerable 
acreage of early- potatoes have been 
. 


Hay crops and pastnres -are. mak- 


ing satisfactory growth. Some old 
clover meadows were badly spotted, 
especially in tbe northern counties, 
and are being plowed np. Tobacco 
in seed beds is retarded by 
cool 


•weather. Early canning pears are 
well tip. Stemd is {rood, except in 
low spots where ffixjced by heavy 
rains- Late varieties being pJanted. 
Fruit trees in -blossom, but pollina- 
tion is hindered by cool -weather.

dorses Plan in the Sell- 


ing of Fruit 


The market -division in Us fcy- 


weeJdy news letter discusses 
the 


selling of farm products by auc- 
tion, and commends it in the hand- 
ling of perishable fruit. Many stu- 
dents, it says, of the 
marketing 


problem are of the opinion that 
one way to reduce the cost of mar- 
keting is to make it possible to sell 
all farm products at auction in the 
large wholesale markets. 


Today there are aboot 16 Amer- 


ican cities in which aro h«ld regu- 
larly public auctions 
of 
fruits. 


Most of the fruit thus handled is 
received in carload lots from distant 
shippers, though the latter are in 
some 
cases large 
organizations 


handling the fruit of a considerable 
number of different giwers. The 
services of the auction companies 
are therefore 
available to many 


small farmers as well as to large 
ones. Ordinarily the fruit is not 
consigned directly to the 
auction 


companies, but is sent to brokers, 
salaried representatives of the snip- 
pers, or to dealers of some other 
sort. One reason for this is that 
the auction companies want to have 
someone on the ground with whom 
any disagreements caa be consider- 
ed. 


Or.o of the chief advantages of 


auction sales of fruits is the pos- 
sibility to sell at their true value 
fruits which are in «n unequal con- 
dition. Thus, if a carload of fruits 
arrives in a 
partly 
deteriorated 


condition, the price in a 
private 


sale is lowered on the entire car- 
load. 
The price for the products 


which are in a perfect condition is 
decreased because of the presence 
the ouction companies want to have 
an auction sale, on the other hand, 
the fruits are sorted; the injured 
ones are separated from the good 
ones and each kind brings its real 
price.

" Sometimes the Congress of the United States is startled hy 


outbursts like the above. And usually the offending words come 
from some new member, fresh from the folks back home and 
still able to express the views of the common people. 


On this occasion the offending voice came from the seat 


which prior to March 4 was occupied by Martin L. Davey of the 
Fourteenth Ohio district, Mr. Davey was a Wilson Democrat, 
who introduced in the House one of Palmer's famous sedition 
bills. He thought it would insure his re-election. Instead, it 
elected his opponent, Charles L. Knight 


Knight was speaking in support of his amendment to a mili 


tary appropriations bin, his purpose being to require that all 
munitions and supplies used in wartime be manufactured in gov- 
ernment arsenals and factories. 


"No expense is unnecessary which would prevent the reap- 


ers of tremendous profits from going out and lobbying for war," 
he said. "Turn your eyes to the shops and to the great muni- 
tion makers of every country and you win see that 100 per cent 
of them are shouting for war, while some one else is going to do 
the fighting out of which they are going to reap millions. 


'•During 191S, Colonel Buckner, of a great munitions plant, 


said to one of his salesmen that after paying 52,000,000 to the 
Red Cross and 54,000,000 on war savings stamps his company 
had made the sum of $129,000,000 that year."

THE SAVING OF BABIES 


T 


HE saving of babies and mothers through state aid and child- 


welfare legislation is being effected to a marked degree in 


European countries, according to a report of the Children's 
Bureau, which summarizes the development of infant welfare 
measures in Great Britain, France, Belgium, Germany and Italy, 
and points out the close relation between this work and a re- 
duction in infant mortality. 


In all these countries legislation designed to reduce infant 


mortality has been in force for a nnmber of years, forbidding 
the industrial employment of mothers before and after child- 
birth. The more important European countries have also made 
provision for maternity insurance. 
This, however, has not 


proved sufficient, and in the last decade more direct and special 
measures to safeguard mothers and babies have received gov- 
ernment encouragement and financial aid. Appropriations have 
been made for the support and extension of children's health 
centers and for systematic home visiting. 


The expansion of infant welfare work is everywhere ac- 


companied by a steady decline in child mortality. The report 
indicates that in 1916, in spite of war conditions, the mortality 
rate was the lowest ever before recorded. 
The condition of 


young babies in Belgium late in the war was described as better 
than normal, owing largely to the work of the health centers 
which, during the war increased from 70 to over 700. 
In 


France the lowest infant mortality rate is given for Paris, 
where infant welfare activity is greatest and where mothers 
and babies have the benefit of numerous health centers in charge 
of child hygiene specialists. In England and Wales the rate 
fell to 128 during 1901-1910, the time of growing welfare act?7- 
ity, as contracted with 153 for the ten-year period just preceding. 


This report on "Infant Welfare Work in Europe" recalls to 


mind that the women of America are still battling hard for the 
passage of the Sheppard-Towner Maternity bill, which, they 
claim, will save thousands of mothers and babies in this coun- 
try at a small annual expense to the State and Federal treasuries.

We welcome 
such evidences of this as the resolutions of the International As- 
sociation af Machinists calling for a conference of machinists 
of all natrons for the purpose of effecting an agreement for con- 
certed action against war in the fntnre. . .

tute what it is, admitting that it 
should not be fed to infants; and 
further, that their cheaper product 
is used mostly by poor people unable 
to hay condensed milk or fresh bot- 
tled milk, and by others who use it 
r.s shortening in baking. They also 
tell the Holstein people that a ready 
outlet for excess skim milk is of 
great value to them, and -that skim 
milk is far 
too valuable to be 


"wasted" on live stock. 


Labeling the new product would 


not prevent its sale in direct compe- 
tition with whole milk made by tha 
same condenseries. 
Hasty buying 


or foolish economy would make the 
proposed label of little avail, and in 
fact that is why the defenders of the 
process s«ek to amend the bill by 
such a clause. 


It is also an o--n question whether 


the substitute is sold mostly to poor- 
er classes of people, if one judges by 
the expensive advertising done on 
behalf of some of these filled milks 
in our highest priced national maga- 
zines, which rarely reach the slums. 


It 'is doubtful whether the alleged 


value of this article as a sho_rtening 
is very great or very economical. It 
takes about 14 of the 10-cent cans 
of the average brand of this product 
to supply one pound of the vegetable 
ail used in the mixture. This means 
that a pound of the oil for shorten- 
ing bought in this form costs the 
purchaser $1.40 a pound—which is 
pretty dear compared with butter, 
tb* best frying fat and shortening 
known. 
It seems only just and logical that 


the makers of this product should 
be restricted from tampering; with 
"nature's original package" just as 
are other handlers of dairy goods.

has really led to this situation, and 
it is from the men who value skim 
milk lightly that most farm, opposi- 
tion to the bill comes. Surely, fill- 
ed milk offers a market for skim, 
but it reduces the demand for fluid 
milk and butter at the same time, 
The great pity is that milk produc- 
ers themselves are so short-sighted 
in this arzumeot—E.
